‘er conditions, and many farmers 
took advantage of the higher wheat 
prices with the result that a large 
Proportion of the crop has already 
been marketed, grading well up and 
bringing substantially better  re- 
turns all round than was at first 
anticipated. 
Central and Northern Alberta and 
the Peace River district report fifty 
to sixty per cent. of wheat marketed 
land grading one and two. Peace 
River expects the average yield of 
Wheat to be 20 bushels with 40 for 
bats, while districts nearer Edmon- 
lon report an expectation o fa 26 
bushel average with many fields run- 
‘ning up to 30 and 40. Lacombe dis- 
trict reports having harvested two 
| Crops in one. Sedgewick district 

speaks of an average of 26 bushels 
of wheat and 60 of oats. Farther 
south Olds reports over a million 
bushels of wheat marketed, grading 
well, with wheat averaging over 30 
bushels. The southeastern district 
‘1s not so fortunate, with wheat run- 
{ning from nil to 10 bushels, and with 
water for stock proving a serious 
problem and a big demand for feed. 

Raymond and Lethbridge are jub- 
ilant over the results of the sugar 
beet crop which is averaging high 
ld and SUsSr content, and is 

a factoty work- 

ing to capacity, but the grain re- 
ports from these districts are just 
average. Claresholm district has 
an excellent yield of grain, At 
Brooks wheat has averaged 26, oats 
35 and barley 30, with fifty percent 
of wheat marketed. This district 
has harvested 250,000 pounds of al- 
falfa seed and 300,000 pounds of 
sweet clover seed, with hay put up 
under ideal conditions, 

Generally speaking, very little fall 
plowing has been done, owing to 
lack of moisture in the soil. 


With respect to the general aver- 
age of wheat for the entire province 
the final estimate of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics places the aver- 
age at 16.9 bushels per acre, taking 
into account the total area actually 
seeded, much of which, in the south- 
eastern district, yielded a very small 
harvest indeed. This is in line with 
the estimate submitted to the Dom- 
inion Bureau by the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture on Sept. 
12th. 


Livestock conditions in the south- 
western, central and northern dist- 
ricts are reported to be very good. 
with plenty of feed. As stated 
however, the southeastern districts 
are suffering for lack of both feed 
and water supply. There will be a
